ing him that the Japanese ambassa­ 
dor had earnestly protested against 
the bill passed by the California as­ 
sembly and urging that the governor 
postpone action by withholding his 
signature. 
Secretary 
B rya n ’s 
telegram 
was 
framed after a conference witli the 
president. 
The decision of the administration 
to urge Governor Johnson to use his 
power of veto to postpone any land 
legislation was reached after a series 
of conferences between the president, 
Secretary 
Bryan 
and 
John 
Bassett 
Moore, counsellor of the state depart­ 
ment, and frequent calls at the de­ 
partm ent by Ambassador Chinda. 
It was realized that any further at­ 
tempt to have the bill enacted by 
the 
California 
legislature 
amended 
would 
be 
fruitless, since Secretary 
B rya n ’s trip to Sacram ento was una­ 
vailing and the legislature is to ad­ 
journ Tuesday. 


W ill Await Johnson’s Reply. 


Until Governor Johnson’s reply is 
received 
the 
government 
probably 
w ill make no reply to the protest of 
Japan, further than to acquaint the 
ambassador with the fact that every 
possible effort has been made to have 
action in California delayed pending 
a settlement of the problems involved 
by diplomacy. 
W hether the governor complies with 
the 
adm inistration’s 
request 
there 
probably w ill be important diplomatic 
negotiations 
between 
the 
United 
States and Japan immediately. 
If the land bill Is vetoed the presi­ 
dent and Secretary Bryan w ill have to 
undertake to carry out their promise 
to accomplish, through diplomacy, the 
end sought by the Californians.

California, Congressman J. W . Good 
of Iowa and many members of state 
legislatures. 
"Did you come to a decision as to 
whether there ought to be a national 
convention this ye ar?’’ Senator Cum­ 
mins was asked. 


National Convention Likely. 


“ W e did not decide on that, but 
every one seems to feel that the con­ 
dition of the party seems to necessi­ 
tate a convention this year.”

fighters from start to finish. More than 
that, the Jap s are well disciplined and 
well drilled. 
The officers who saw the Japanese 
fighting the Russians assert that the 
little fellows aro neat, alert, intel­ 
ligent, and drill like clock work.

sides that, they seem to have an in­ 
tense patriotism, equal to that almost 
of the Moslems who tight for the name 
of Mohammed.

Security In Washington.

William E. Borah of Idaho, C. I. Craw­ 
ford of South Dakota, A. J. Gronna of 
North Dakota, William S. Kenyon of 
Iowa, Congressman E. A. Hayes of 
California, Congressman J. W. Good 
of Iowa and many members of state 
legislatures. 
“Did you come to a decision as to 
whether there ought to be a national 
convention this year?” Senator Cum­ 
mins was asked. 


National Convention Likely. 


“We did not decide on that, but 
every one seems to feel that the con­ 
dition of the party seems to necessi­ 
tate a convention this year.” 
Somebody asked Senator Kenyon 
whether there was to he an effort 
made to get a new national commit­ 
tee.

The Du­ 
luth pedagogue is a dy namic force 
when it comes to giving expression 
to eloquent thought and vigorous dic­ 
tion. 
His forceful phrases expressed 
his meaning so aptly that many ling­ 
ered In the minds of the audience. 
The program at the high school 
auditorium was presided over b y Miss 
Mae Staples. 
Following two sweet­ 
ly sung selections b y the girls glee 
club was a Victrola numb er. 
Mr. 
Ferguson explained to the audience 
now it had b een purchased from part 
of the proceeds of the “ Princess Bon- 
hie” recently given b y 
the 
high 
school under the capab le direction of 
the supervisor of music, Mrs. E. Ger­ 
trude Prescott and he paid a high 
trib ute to her wors as a director. 
Mr. Denfeld, in his address, said 
that at the root of efficiency was the 
idea, “Get 
Results.” 
No 
matter 
what line of work a man or woman 
was in, the idea, the test of train ­ 
ing, was, get the results. 
Coopera­ 
tion was needed too. 
The b eginning 
of this twentieth contury saw coop­ 
eration the watchword. 
In politics 
as w'ell as b usiness, people must get 
together to attain some definite end. 
When Duluth people saw that the 
various departments of city govern­ 
ment did not cooperate, 
they 
de­ 
manded results and greater efficiency. 
They asked for a commission form 
of government and it was adopted b y 
a large vote.

Mr. Denfeld related practical ex­ 
periences iu the teaching of pupils in 
Duluth. 
“ We have b oys who do not 
want to soil their hands,” said he. 
"They all want to work* in an office. 
How many times have you heard a 
father say to his son: 
Johu, I am 
sending you to school to get an edu­ 
cation so you won't have to work. 
Such b oys in many cases are b eing 
educated away from the activities of 
the present day life. 
Many of these 
people whose hands and heads you 
wish to educate, look to an educa­ 
tion of the head alone. 
Parents’ are 
responsib le in many cases for the a t­ 
titude of their children regarding 
manual training.” 
The curriculum of a high school 
should b e carefully gone over. 
The 
sy stem needed 
b etterment 
when, 
mentioning an example, 600 pupils 
graduated from 
a certain 
eighth 
grade and only 400 entered high 
school. 
He pleaded for the attendance of 
parents at school and for that nec­ 
essary cooperatlou b etween parents, 
scholars and teachers. 
The 
school 
should b e made a social center. 
The greatest agency in American 
life today was the pub lic school, for 
that wa s the melting pot of the poly ­ 
glot immigration which reached our 
shores and which turned 
out 
the 


American ideal of dUizenship. 
If 
the pub lic school failed in its mis­ 
sion, the citizenship resulting would 
draw down American institutions. 
Parents, teachers and the

Asked the Cooperation of Teachers 
and Parents to Solve Educa­ 
tional Problems 
Before an audience of teachers of 
the county and parents of the city, 
R. E. Denfeld, 
superintendent 
of 
schools of Duluth, pleaded for more 
efficiency in school work. 
The Du­ 
luth pedagogue is a dynamic force 
when it comes to giving expression 
to eloquent thought and vigorous dic­ 
tion. 
His forceful phrase's expressed 
his meaning so aptly that many ling­ 
ered in the minds of the audience. 
The program at the high school 
auditorium was presided over by Miss 
Mae Staples. 
Following two sweet­ 
ly sung selections by the girls glee 
club was a Victrola number. 
Mr. 
Ferguson explained to the audience 
Dow it had been purchased from part 
of th© proceeds of the "Princess Bon­ 
nie” recently given by 
the 
high 
school under the capable direction of 
the supervisor of music, Mrs. E. Ger­ 
trude Prescott and he paid a high 
tribute to her worn as a director. 
Mr. Denfeld, in his address, said 
that at the root of efficiency was the 
idea, "Get 
Results.” 
No 
matter 
what line of work a man or woman 
was in, the idea, the test of train­ 
ing, was, get the results. 
Coopera­ 
tion was needed too. 
The beginning 
of this twentieth century saw coop­ 
eration the watchword. 
In politics 
as well as business, people must get 
together to attain some definite end. 
When Duluth people saw that the 
various departments of city govern­ 
ment did not cooperate, 
they 
de­ 
manded results and greater efficiency. 
They asked for a commission form 
of government and it was adopted by 
a large vote. 
The speaker referred to the Pana­ 
ma canal where American efficiency 
was completing tho 
canal 
which 
French incompetency had previous­ 
ly made a failure. 
"To deliver the goods,” "To be on 
the job,” that, in homely phrases, 
was the cry of the times. 
These 
were the spirit of the kind of effici­ 
ency demanded in pulpit and press, 
in lines of business, in teaching aud 
other phases of human endeavor. 
Mr. Denfeld related practical ex­ 
periences in the teaching of pupils in 
Duluth. 
“ We have boys who do not 
want to soil their hands,” said he. 
"They all want to w ork'in an office. 
How many times have you heard a 
father say to his son: 
John, I ara 
sending you to school to get an edu­ 
cation so you won t have to work. 
Such boys in many cases are being 
educated away from the activities of 
the present day life. 
Many of these 
people whose hands and heads you 
wish to educate, look to an educa­ 
tion of the head alone. 
Parents* are 
responsible in many cases for the at­ 
titude of their children regarding 
manual training.” 
The curriculum of a high school 
should be carefully gone over. 
The 
system needed 
betterment 
when, 
mentioning an example, 600 pupils 
graduated from 
a certain 
eighth 
grad© and only 400 entered high 
school. 
He pleaded for the attendance of 
parents at school and for that nec­ 
essary cooperation between parents, 
scholars and teachers. 
The 
school 
should be made a social center. 
The greatest agency in American 
life today was the public school, for 
that was the melting pot of the poly­ 
glot immigration which reached our 
shores and which turned 
out. the
